“On March 4, 1919,” continued 
Mr. de Valera, ‘‘ President Wilson, 
at New York, spoke on his way to 
the Peace Conference and struck a 
new note of hope for oppressed 
peoples. Referring to the States 
that had been oppressed, he said: 
‘Europe is a bit sick at heart at 
this very moment, because it sees 
that statesmen have no vision. 
Those who suffer see; the nations 
that have long been under the heel 
have called out to the world, 
generation after generation, for 
justice, liberation and succour, ard 
no Cabinet in the world has heard 
them. Private organisations, philan- 
thropic men and’ women have poured 
out their treasures in order tc 
relieve their sufferings, but no 
nation has said to the nation re- 
sponsible—You must stop; this 
thing is intolerable and we will not 
permit it.’ 

‘‘Need I say to those who are 
here what hope these words inspired 
in our people. If anybody wonders 
why we should go to the United 
States on the mission that we went, 
[ ask him to read these words. 

““ President Wilson went on to re- 
assert the determination of the 
United States to bring freedom to 
all peoples. ‘The United States, 
when it becomes necessary,’ he said, 
‘will go anywhere where the rights 
of mankind are threatened.’ ’’

RIGHTS OF STATES 


Speaking of his American visit, 
he said that before America entered 
the war in 1917 President Wilson 
had on many occasions given 
utterance to his views on world 
affairs, and set out the principles 
which he believed would have to be 
accepted as basic if there was to be 
international peace. Speaking at 
Washington to members of the 
League to Enforce Peace on May 27, 
1916, he set down “the following 
three fundamental principles: (1) 
That every people has a right to 
choose the as under which 
they shall live; ) that the small 
States of the world have a right to 
enjoy the same respect. for their 
sovereignty and for their territorial 
integrity that great and powerful 
nations expect and insist upon, and 
(3) that the world has a right to be 
free from every disturbance of peace 
that has its origin in aggression and 
disregard of the rights of peoples 
and nations. 

Within a few months of making 
that statement these principles were, 
word for word, incorporated in the 
platform of the Democratic Party, 
and, before taking office as President 
for the -second time, President 
Wilson, addressing the Senate on 
January 1917, said: '“ The 
equality of nations, upon which 
eace must be founded, if it is to 
ast, must be an equality of rights; 
the guarantees exchanged must 
neither recognise nor imply a 
difference between big nations and 
small; between those that | are 
powerful and. those that are weak 
. ws that every people should be left 
free to determine its own policy, its 
Own way of development; ‘un- 
hindered, unhampered, the little 
along with the great and powerful.” 

These principles had been repeated 
in speech after speech by the 
President of the United States, and, 
after America’s entry into the war, 
were further elaborated. And when 
the Armistice was signed on 
November 11, 1918, and President 
Wilson came to Europe for the Peace 
Conference, representatives of this 
nation had sent messages asking 
that our claim should be heard, But 


they would not be heard. 


accepted these principles. Why 
should you now be offended because 
I give § recognition to these 
principles myself, and because | 
recognise a nation, that, if ever 
there was a nation, is one, and that 
has, in the most conclusive manner 
possible, indicated that it wants to 
govern itself. But for his own 
reason, the Government of the 
United States did not do this. 


PEOPLE’S ATTITUDE 


“IT understand perfectly the 
difficulties, that so far as the Presi- 
dent of the United States was con- 
cerned, his ultimate duty was to 
his own nation and his own people, 
and if, taking these into account, 
‘he decided not to give us recogni- 
tion then I knew enough about 
world affairs to take that as it was. 
But the American people who had 
listened to, and supported, these 
statements, their reaction was quite 
different.

In Italy 


ENERAL ALEXANDER is 
now fighting a see-saw cam- 
peign aver the worst imagin- 

able battiefield, says ian Munro, 
Reuter’s special, correspondent at 
Allied H.Q., North Africa. Along 
the whole 83 miles italian front his 
men are battling. in rain and snow: 
storms against increased resistance. 


On the Eighth Army front the 
Allied forces have edged forward to 
level up their line along the Sangro 
River, but in the west the Germans 
have recaptured some ground on one 
of the features of 2,000-foot Mount 
Croce, just north of Venafro. Ger- 
man defensive fighting is everywhere 
mounting in determination. 

The American troops on the Fifth 
Army front, who have been forced 
to yield some ground on Mount 
Croce, had for days withstood fierce 
assaults. 7 

North of Venafro the Germans 
are trying to halt the Allied move, 
which threatens to encircle Cassino, 
key town on the Rome road. 

Advanced units of the Eighth 
Army, moving forward from posi, 
tions 20 miles inland, clashed with 
aGerman detachment at Montazzoli. 
This town, six miles north of 
British-held Castilione and overlook- 
ing the Sangro valley, lies on a 
useful secondary road, which runs 
north to connect up with the main 
Eighth Army bases of Torino and 
Casalbordino, near the Adriatic. 

‘The German rearguard screen east 
of the Sangro is vigorously contest- 
ing Allied progress, and will prob- 
ably put up a hard fight for Mon- 
a Six miles nearer the coast

In the area 
north of Gomel our troops fought 
battles to enlarge their bridgeheads 
on the right bam: of the River 
Sozh and “captured a number of 
strongly fortified enemy positions, 
thus considerably improving their 
positions.”

First, 
there is an implied contradiction 
in the whole of our national 
policy : we are attempting to com- 
bine old manners with new 
methods. The present drive for 
the preservation of the tongue, 
the dances and ali the other 
characteristics of a past Ireland 
lies uneasily beside the natural 
desire to profit as much as possible 
from modern mechanical and 
scientific developments. Second}y,. 
the policy of dividing the land 
into little parcels—the ‘‘ smallest 
economic holding '—has had its 
ill-effects, . The land-hunger has 
been appeased to some extent, af 
the tenant has become an owner— 
though the labouring man has 
found little joy in his change of 
masters; but the holdings have 
been tos small to bear any large 
ontiay on farm machinery, and to 
admit of the application of the 
most modern methods. The fear 
of anything that may be labelled 
“communism ” stands in the way 
of any whole-hearted effort to 
establish a system of co-operative 
development and marketing, and 
private jealousies, no less than 
public policy, make the way of the 
organiser hard. When everything 
is ‘discounted, however, thera 
remains the hard core of con- 
servatism in the individual. “ I¢ 
was good enough for my father, 
‘and: it’s: good enough for me,” is 
the guiding maxim on many 
farms. The proffered advice of 
the Department of Agriculture is 
spurned, as the vapouring of 
theorists. Agricultural education 
in the schools, which has been 
instituted already, may alter this 
attitude somewhat—though as 
long as it is confined to the 
secondary schools the majority 
must be untouched by it. With- 
out some change of heart on. the 
part of the farmers, the Minister 
for Agriculture will be faced in 
the post-war period with a very 
uphill task.

Kitchen Front 


Miss Margaret Bondfield, a 
former British Minister of 
Labour, is reported to have 
returned from America, “ green 
with envy” for the American 
kitchen. According to her, the 
time spent in preparing food is 


kitchen equipment—cooker, ‘‘ ice- 
box,” collapsible tables, and so 
on. It may be that the saving in 
time on the preparation of meals 
is due in part to a more wide- 
spread use of pre-cooked foods— 


out any doubt the total time spent 
in cooking is cut down by the 
popularity of the “ quick-lunch 
counter.’” Nevertheless, it is 
certain that America, more than 
any other nation, has probed the 
kitchen with the scientific eye. 
Some years before the last war a 
book was in circulation in the 
United States which recommended 
the adoption in housekeeping of 
the methods of the then new 
“ efficiency experts.” The idea, 
in its way, was a revolutionary 
one. Cooking, and housekeeping 
in general, had been done for 
time out of mind by methods 
‘which were literally traditional. 
Mamma taught her daughters 
what she knew; they in turn 
taught their daughters; and what 
was lost on the transfer in every 
generation was made up At 
intervals by individual enterprise. 
To a great extent, the methods 
continued to be based upon the 
supposition that every house 
would employ a large number 
of servants, and, consequently, 
that labour-saving would be 
unnecessary. Engineers and archi- 
tects clung to the designs for huge 
kitchens and ox-roasting grates 
long after the rise of the middle- 
classes had made the house with 
one servant, or none at all, the 
norm even in respectable society. 
New houses, designed with labour- 
saving in view, began to be built, 
but they were only for the com- 
paratively rich; the housewife of 
moderate means had to struggle 
along with an ill-planned kitchen, 
because any household devico more 
complicated than a sweeping-brush 
was regarded as a luxury. It is 
significant that in these islands 
servants aro employed in house 


never consider their employment. 
There, a gap lies between the 
wealthy family with a number of 
servants and the ordinary family 
with none at all; and the gap is 
efficient planning of 
i oe » so that it can 

run without unreasonable 
labour by the ordinary housewife. 
Architects cannot learn too soon 
that & house is “a machine for 
living in,” and that it mast. be 
designed always in the interest of 
the machine's operator, the houses.

PLASTIC EYES AND 
SKULLS 


The most important step forward 
since Goodyear’s discovery of how 
to vulcanise rubber in 1851, was how 
Dr. E. Sheridan, F.R-C.8., Chair- 
man of the British Dental Board, 
described the new uses of plastics in 
dental surgery, in an address given 
last night to the Irish Chemical 
Association, at University College, 
Dublin. 

The type of plastic used in general 
surgical work, he said, was very 
much the same as the material used 
for screens in modern bombers. 
This material had been used for 

lating skulls where the bone had 
bun estroyed and for making an 
artificial cup for a hip-joint. 1t had 
been used for artificial eyes and had 
this advantage over the ordinar 
glass eye that in cold weather peo 
with a glass eye found that this eye 
got so cold that the other one 


watered. 

In addition, plastics had been used 
for drainage tubes for wounds, and, 
of course, to make artificial dentures.

50 performances every month, — 

The ‘Soviet 
seeks to be, and is, a genuine enter- 
tainment, but at the same time an 
educative entertainment; and, to 
ensure that suitable material is 
always being -- produced, educa- 
tionalists sit amongst thé children 
in order to observe and report on 
their reactions during a _ perform- 
ance. Actors and other theatre 
artists—when not.on the stage them- 
selves—frequently mingle. with. the 
child audiences ; in this way not.only 
is more material base bat, the 
actors themselves obtain an insight 
into child psychology, . 

The general idea is to bring the 
theatre into closer contact, with the 
school. The producers discuss their 
repertory with the local school 
authorities, and the teacher partici- 
pates at meetings of the theatre 
staff... Teachers have reported that 
the attendances at the Children’s 
Theatre have had most encouraging 
results. Badly behaved boys and 
girls often took a great interest in 
music and musical plays, and their 
conduct ‘was said to have improved 
after they had been attending such 
performances for some time,
